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Rice factories are an important element of the economic activity around Trawang 
and in the Sukabumi-Tjiendjur area. Nearly ali of them are Chinese-owned. In 
marketing their product, the Chinese work closely with relatives and other. 
merchants in Djakarta Downtown. Thus, they control the price of rice on the 
open market, thereby exercising considerable influence on the economic life 

of Indonesia.
